WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Fol- 
lowing is official text of the Amer- 
ican proposal for limitation © of 
world armaments, as laid before 


the conference: 

THE PROPOSAL OF THE 
UNITED STATES FOR A LIMI- 
TATION OF NAVAL ARMA- 
MENTS. 

The United States proposes the 
following plan for a limitation of 
the naval armaments of the con- 
ferring nations. The United 
States believes that this plan safe- 
ly guards the interests of all con- 
cerned. 

In working out this proposal the 
United States has been guided by 
four general principles: 

(A). The elimination of all cap- 
ital ship building program, either 
actual or projected. 

(B). Further reduction through 
the scrapping of certain of the 
older ships. 

(C). That regard should be had 
to the existing naval strength of 
the conferring Powers. 

(D). The use of capital ship 
tonnage as the measurement of 
strength for navies and a propor- 
tionate allowance of auxiliary 
combat craft prescribed. 


American Proposal. 


Proposal: For a limitation of 
naval armaments. 

Capital ships. 

United States. 

1. The United States to scrap 
all new capital ships now under 
construction and on their way to 
completion. This includes six 
battle cruisers and seven battle- 
ships on the ways and building 
and two battleships launched. 

Note: (Paragraph one involves 
a reduction of 15 new capital 
ships under construction with a 
total tonnage when completed of 
618,000 tons. Total amount of 
money already spent on 15 capi- 
tal ships $332,000,000). 

2. The United States to scrap 
all battleships up to, but not in- 
cluding the Delaware and North 
Dakota. 

Note: (The number of old bat- 
tleships scrapped under para- 
graph two is 15; their total ton- 
nage is 227,740 tons. 

The grand total of capital ships 
to be, scrapped is 30, aggregating

7. Japan to scrap all predread- 
noughts and capital ships of the 
second line. This to include the 
scrapping of all ships up to, but 
not including t Settsu.) 


Note: (Paragraph 7 involves the 
scrapping of 10 older ships with a 
total tonnage of 159,828 tons.) 

The grand total reduction of 
tonnage on vessels existing, laid 
down, or for which material has 
been assembled, is 448,928 tons.)

8. In view of certain extraor- 
dinary conditions due to the 
world was affecting the existing 
strengths of the navies of France 
and Italy, the United States does 
not consider necessary the discus- 
sion at this stage of the proceed- 
ings of the tonnage allowance of 
these nations, but proposes it be 
reserved for the later considera- 
tion of the conference.

Mr. Secretary and Members of 
the Conference, Ladies and 
Gentlemen: 

It is @ great and happy privi- 
lege to bid the delegates to this 
conference a cordial weicome to 
the capital of the United States 
ef America. It is not only a sat- 
isfaction te greet you because 
we were lately participants in a 
common cause, in which shared 
sacrifices and sorrows and tri- 
ug:phs brought our nations mere 
closely together, but it is grati- 
fying to addres: you as the 
spokesmen for nations whose 


convictions and attending actions 


have as much to do with the 
weal or woe of all mankind. 
It is not possible to over-ap- 
praise the importance of such a 
conference. It is no unseemly 
boast, no disparagement of oth- 
er nations, which, though not 
represented. are held in highest 
respect, to declare that the con- 
clusions of this bedy will have a 
signal influence on all human 
progress—on the fortunes of the

How can humanity justify or 
God forgive? 

Human hate demands no such 
toll: ambition and greed must 
be denied it. If misunderstand- 
ing must take the blame, then 
let us banish it and let under- 
standing rule and make good 
will regnant everywnere. 

Liberty and Justice. 

All of us demand liberty and 
justice. There cannot be one 
without the other. and they 
must be held the unquestioned 
possession of all peoples. in- 
herent rights are of God and the 
tragedies of the worid originate 
in their attempted denial The 
world today is infringing their 
enjoyment by arming to defend 
or deny, when simple sanity calls 
for their recognition through 
common understanding. 

Out of the cataclysm of the 
world war came new fellowships, 
new convictions, new aspirations.

Although the 
effect was clearly perceived, the race 
in preparation of armaments, wholly 
unaffected by these futile sugges- 
tions, went on until it fittingly cul- 
minated in the greatest war of his- 
tory; and we are now suffering from 
the unparalled loss of life. the de- 
struction of hopes, the economic dis- 
locations, and the widespread . im- 
poverishment which measure the 
cost of the victory over the brutal 
pretensions of military force. 

“But if we are warned by the in- 
adequacy of earlier endeavors for 
limitation of armament, we cannot 
fail to recognize the extraordinary 
opportunity now presented. 

“We not only have the lessons of 
the past to guide us, not only do we 
have the reaction from the disillu- 


sioning experiences of war, but we 


must meet the challenge of impera- 
tive economic demands. What was 
convenient or highly desirable before 
is now a matter of vital necessity. If 
there is to be economic rehabilita- 
tion. if the longings for reasonable 
progress are not to be denied, if we 
are to be spared the uprisings of 
peoples made desperate in the desire 
to shake off burdens no longer en- 
durable, competition in armament 
must stop. The present opportunity 
not only derives its advantage from 
a general appreciation of this fact, 
but the power tu deal with the 
exigency now rests with a small 
group of nations represented here, 
who have every reason to desire 
peace and to promote amity. The 
| astounding ambition which lay 
athwart the promise of the second 
Hague conference no longer menaces 
the world, and the great opportunity 
of liberty-loving and peace-preserv- 
ing democracies has come. Is it not 
piain that the time has passed for 
mere resolutions, that the responsi- 
_ble Powers should examine the ques- 
tion of limitation of armament? We 
can no longer content ourselves with 
investigations, with statistics, with 
reports, with the circumlocution of 
inquiry. The essential facts are suf- 
ficiently known. The time is come, 
and this conference has been called, 
rot for general resolutions or mutual 
advice, but for action. 

“We met with full understanding 
that the aspirations of mankind are 
not to be defeated either by plaus- 
idle suggestions of postponement or 
by impracticable counsels of perfec- 
tion. Power and responsibility are 
here and the world awaits a practi- 
cable program which shall at once 
be put into execution. 

“IT am confident that I shall have

involved. The whole American 
big ship building program is on 
the stocks while Great Britain 
has no capital ships under con- 
struction and the Japanese 
“eight and eight”’ program is as 
yet largely on paper. 

The principal features of the 
American plan propose: 


That for not less than 10 years 
competitive naval] building cease 
as between Great Britain, the 
United States and Japan. 

That all capital ships build- 
ing or planned be scrapped and 
a few recently placed in the wa- 
ter be destroyed within three 
months of ratification of the 
agreement. 


That the older ships of each 
fleet also be destroyed, reducing 
the British force to 22 battle- 
ships, the American to 18 and 
the Japanese to 10, each ship to 
be retained being specifically 
named. 


That during the agreement no 
capital craft be laid down except 
under a detailed replacement 
scheme included in the proposal 
which would provide for ulti- 
mate equality of the British and 
American fleets and for a Jap- 
anese force at 60 per cent of 
the strength of either of the 
other two. Within three months 
after the conclusion of an °* 
agreement the tonnage of the 
three nations respectively would 
be 500,650, 604,450 and 299,700. 


The replacement scheme is 
500,000 tons for the United 
States, 600,000 tons for Great 
Britain and 300,000 tons for 
Japan. No replacement ship 
could exceed 35,00@ tons. The 
United States would scrap 30 
capital ships aggregating 843,- 
740 tons; Great Britain 19, ag- 
gregating 583,375 tons, and 
Japan 17, aggregating 448,928 
tons.

Winds have a greater effect on the 
player than they have on the ball, 
and the average golfer will do well 


to give scant attention to the direc- 
tion or strength of wind currents 
when he stands at the tee. 

One of the chief factors in a long, 
straight drive from the tee is concen- 
tration. Good drivers send out long 
balls because they have learned the 
lesson of centering solely upon the| 
matter of hitting the ball square on 
the nose. The player who has learned ' 
to do this can repeat time and again. 
Such a player wil! not let himself be 
concerned much over the wind. 

Testing for a Breeze. | 

I have seen players take a hand- 
kerchief at the tee and hold it out 
to the breeze, evidently to get a true) 
“line” on the wind. I have seen them | 
doing this when the wind currents | 
were hardly strong enough to sway, 
the dandelions. It takes a young gale 
to interfere with the ball's flight, and 
the fact is that even a high wind 
has been demonstrated to have little | 
effect for or against a good drive, | 
Here is a good éxample of this state- | 
ment: | 

Cecil Leitch, the British woman | 
champion, in one of her games re- 
cently at the Belleclaire tournament, 
sent out a drive of over 300 yards 
against a wind that was almost 4 
gale! A drive of such length—splen- 
did distance for a powerful man 
player—is in all probability all that 
Miss Leitch would hope for had the 
wind been favoring. Indeed the 
newspaper accounts of the shot men- 
tion her surprise at the distance. 

Another thing is that so many 
players think a strong wind flying 
with the bal] will lengthen the drive. 
Consequently, many players play de- 
liberately to get the ball bigh from 
the tee. It was the mathemitician, 
Tait. I believe. who demonstrated 
that a golf ball was never blown on- 
ward by a favoring wind, as is popu- 
larly believed, for the reason, obvi- 
ous enough when it is pointed out, 
that a driven golf ball travels faster 
than any wind that ever blew. Tait 
also explains that wind flying with 
the ball can increase the distance of 
the ball’s flight only because air re- 
sistance to the ball is lessened and 
the decreased resistance permits the

Cities, Posing as Crooks 


Miller Says He Found Hoagland Fine “Confi- 
dence Man”—St. Louis “Heaven” So Far 
As Crime is Concerned. 


“Meet Kid Bunk.” 

Thus did President Miller of the 
Police Board introduce Chief of De- 
tectives Hoagland at police head- 
quarters last night on their return 
from a tour of four cities. They had 
been gone a week, during which the 
paramount question in police circles 
was, ‘““‘Where are Miller and Hoa,- 
land?’’ The purpose of the trip was 
twofold, Miller said. Hoagland want- 
ed to see if he could locate John 


(Pudgy) Dunn, a crook, who is sus- 
pected of having had a hand in the 
recent killing of William Egan. Pres- 
ident Miller wanted to study under- 
world conditions away from St. 
Louis. 

“Say,’’ said the head of the Police 
Board, addressing newspaper report- 
ers, “this fellow Hoagland is ihe 
swellest confidence man in the coun- 
try. When it comes to fooling the 
crooks he’s there 40 ways. I am not 
going to mention for publication the 
names of the four cities we visited, 
but I want to tell you we got a world 
of dope. And here are my concl- 
sions: St. Louis has the best police 
foree in the country, and, when 1it 
comes to crime, this city 16 u neaven. 

“We traveled incognito because I 
wanted to see conditions as they real- 
ly existed. I did not want to be pi- 
loted around by policemen, because 
I knew those sort of tours do not re- 
veal crime circles in their real light. 
Here ig the way we worked it: 

Posed as Crooks. 

“When we arrived in a town we 
would hunt up a tough-looking taxi 
driver, and Hoagland certainly knew 
how to pick them out. We had left 
our police property at home, all ex- 
cept our revolvers, and we posed as 
a couple of crooks. Hoagland would 
say to the chauffeur, with a wink, 
“Take us’ to a joint and get us in 
right; do you get me?’ The chauf- 
feur, with a convincing nod, would 
take us to just the sort of a place 
we had in mind. — 

“Arriving at the ‘joint’ Hoagland 
would enter alone. I would remain 
at a distance, because we had _ =-re- 
hearsed the game we were going to 
play, and that was to pretend to 
have met by chance. After sizing up 
the place Hoagland would take a 
seat near someone who impressed 
him as being a crook and strike up 
a conversation. It usually went like 
this: ‘Stranger?’ Yes!’ ‘What's 
your racket?’ ‘Bunk.’

Many Changes Likely in 
Missouri Delegation Un- 
less Measure Is Suspended 
Under Referendum.

| JEFFL&RSON CITY, Nov. 12.—

suspended under the _ referendum, 
make many changes in the Missouri 
delegation in Congress. 

Only six of the 16 members are 
virtually certain to be returned as 
the districts are remade, five are vir- 
tually certain to be eliminated and 
the remaining fiv; can be classed as 
doubtful. 

Congressman Millspaugh of the 
First District, Lawrence of the Third, 
Hawes of the Eleventh, Hays of the 
Fourteenth and Shelton of the Six- 
teenth have almost no chance for re- 
election under the new districting. 

Faust of the Fourth, Patterson of 
the Seventh, Roach of the Eigh- 
teenth, Newton of the Tenth, Dyer 
of the Twelfth and McPherson of 
the Fifteenth are almos certain of 
going back, though there is a single 


| doubt about Newton, due to the fact 


that the St. Louis Couny porion of 
he new Ninth district will have a 
larger vote than the city portion, 
and Newton may have difficulty in 
getting the nomination. 

| Rucker of the Second, Ellis of the 
Fifth, Atkeson of the Sixth, Hukriede 
‘of the Ninth and Rhodes of the Thir- 
‘teenth are in doubtful districts.

Millspaugh’s Predicament. 


Congressman Frank C. Mills- 
paugh of Lewis County, first dis- 
trict, a Republican, serving his first 
term in Congress, also is serving 
his last, if the redistricting measure 
is permitted to stand. Millspaugh’e 
district. has been recreated to make 
it Democratic by from 12,000 to 15,- 
000. The Democratic nomination 
will be equivalent to an election. 

The purpose of the Republicans 
was to consolidate in the first dis- 
trict as many heavy Democratic 
counties as possible to make that 
district heavily Democratic, while 
they divided Republican counties in- 
to as many Republican district; as 
possible. . To accomplish this, they 
took from the old first district Adair, 
Putnam and Schuyler counties, all 
of which return Republican ma- 
jorities, and added to the district 
Pike, Monroe, Randolph, Howard 
and Rallis counties, all heavily Dem- 
ocratic. On the basis of 1918, the 
district is exactly 14,223 Democra- 
tic. .It has only one Republican 
county, Clark, which is in the ex- 
treme northeastern section of the 
State and could not be placed in 
any other district. 

The old district was Democratic 
ordinarily, but not so heavily as 
the new will be. Millspaugh was 
elected in the Republican landslide 
of 1920 by a plurality of 1307. 

Rucker to Have Fight. 

Congressmag W. W. Rucker of 
Chariton county, second district, a 
Democrat, will have the fight of his 
long congressional life for re-elec- 
tion. As the district has been con- 
stituted, for 20 years, Rucker had 
to make the fight in the Democratic 
primary, nomination assuring elec- 
tion. As recreated, the district is 
very close, being Republican by 54 
votes on the 1918 election basis. The 
redistricting committee took from 
the district Monroe and Randolph 
counties, bs omy by nearly 5000 
majority, and added them to the first 
district. It then added Putnam, 
Mercer, Adair, Daviess and Cald- 
well, all Republican counties, and 
Schuyler and Saline, Democratic 
counties. The net gain in Repub- 
lican majorities by these changes 
was 6032. 

Congressman H. F. Lawrence of 
Clinton county, third district, a Re- 
publican, is almost certainly elim!- 
nated from serving again in Con- 
gress. By the redistricting Clinton 
county is put in the sixth district, 


which includes th® north and Demo-| 


cratic wards of Kansas City and the 
strong Democratic counties north of 
the Missouri river near Kansas City. 

The Democratic majority in the 
1918 basis is 16,556. Of this 9642 
is in the Kansas City wards and 
6914 in the counties north of the 
river. The district is so constituted 
that the Kansas City wards have a 
larger vote in both Republican and 
Democratic primaries than do the 
counties, and thus Kansas City will 
dominaté the district.

The materials for putting up illicit 
liquor in bottles to resemble Gordon 


gin, including what are believed to} 
be counterfeited Government stamps 

to be used to convey the belief that 

the gin was a bottled-in-bond prod- 

uct, were found last night by the po- 

lice in the rear room of a drug store | 
at 1021 North Seventh street. 

The police went to the drug store 
upon information furnished by 
Frank Maggio, 20 years old, a chauf- 
feur, whom they arrested Friday on 
a West End street as he drove up in 
a truck on which were 16 pints of 
whisky, a 2§-gallon can of alcohol, 
two one-gallon cans of alcohol, 10 
empty quart bottles, a quantity of 
coloring fluid, a whisky gauge, a 
funnel and labels for both whisky 
and gin bottles. Maggio said that 
he had been hired at $25 a week to 
place labels on bottles and deliver 
them to designated addresses. 

Five-Gallon Cans of Alcohol. * 

In the rear room of the drug store 
the police found five five-gallon cans 
of alcohol, two cases of empty bot- 
tles with the name ‘‘Gordon” blown 
in them, one book of labels resem- 
bling case stamps which the Govern- 
ment places upon cases of bottled 
liquors, 300 blue stamps such as are 
placed over the corks of bottled-in- 
bond liquors, which bore the inscrip- 
tion, “Made in the spring of 1916; 
bottled in the fall of 1921,” and a 
quantity of yellow labels for whisky 
bottles. There also were 18 bottles 
of gin bearing a label resembling 4 


Gordon gin label and capped with 
the blue stamps described. 

The police arrested in the room 
Carl Lapresto, 38, who gave no home 
address and who declined to discuss: 
the liquor or his connection, if any, 
with it. An automobile belonging to: 
him, which was standing outside, 
was confiscated. 

The proprietor of the drug store, 
Vineent Chiana, 43, and his clerk, 
Frank Rufine, 20, of 2823 Semple 
avenue, also were arrested. Chiana 
said that he had rented the rear 
room to Lapresto three months ago 
and that he had no knowledge of the 
store in the room. The four men are 
being held for the Federal authori- 
ties. 

Sull in Operation Found. 

A 15-gallon still in operation was 
found last night by the police in the 
basement of the grocery of Tony 
Hess, 26, at 100 Lynch street. John 
Hess, 74, of 1810 South Tenth street, 
also was arrested when he drove up 
in a wagon in which: there was a 
gallon of what appeared to be whis- 
ky. A gallon of alcohol and four 
barrelg of mash were found in the 
basement. 

Joseph Lautz, who conducts a sa- 
loon at 2747 Morgan street, also was 
arrested last night. The police re- 
ported that a cigar box nailed on the 
under side of a sliding icebox cover 
was found to contain a quart of il- 
licit whisky and that a similar hiding 
place for a second quart was found 
in another icebox.

when he suggested to the Entente nations an 
agreement on the arming of merchantmen, how 
this Government was informed by Germany 
of her intention to destroy armed merchantmen 
without giving the passengers a moment of 
warning, and how, in order to stave off such 
a contingency, we tried as the friend and in the 
interest of humanity to get an agreement be 
tween both sides that would bring submarine 
warfare within the bounds of international law. 

Second, explain that a possible adjustment of 
this matter is in process of negotiation right 
now, and that, of course, while we cannot 
change international law upon our own initia- 


tive, we are still of the hope that some general J 


agreement among the belligerents may eventu- 
ally be obtained. Explain how embarrassing 
such a resolution as the McLemore one will be 
to negotiations now being threshed out between 
the Exetutive branches of the Government, 
charged with the conduct of foreign relations, 
and foreign Governments. 

Third, then say that in the absence of any 
general agregment, the United States cannot 
yield one inch of her rights without destroying 
the whole fabric of internationa) law, for in 
the last analysis this is what is involved. To 
yield one right today means another tomorrow. 
We cannot know where this process of yield- 
ing on the ground of convenience or expedi- 
ency may lead us. These laws are the product 
of centuries. Our forefathers fought to estab- 
lish their validity, and we cannot afford for the 
sake of convenience, when our very life is 


threatened, to abandon them on any ground of .

Fourth, to pass such a resolution at this time

I very warmly appreciate your kind and 
frank letter of today, and feel that it calls for 
an equally frank reply. 

You are right in assuming that I shall do 
everything in my power to keep the United 
States out of war. I think that the country 
will feel no uneasiness about my course in 
that respect. Through many anxious months 
I have striven for that object, amid difficulties

upon the surface, and so far I have succeeded. 

I do not doubt that I shall continue to suc- 
ceed. The course which the Central European 
Powers have announced their intention of fol- 
lowing in the future with regard to undersea 
warfare seems for the moment to threaten 
insuperable obstacles, but its apparent mean- 
ing is so manifestly inconsistent with explicit 
assurances recently given us by those Powers 
with regard to their treatment of merchant 
vessels on the high seas that I must believe 
that explanations will presently ensue which 
will put a different aspect upon it. We have 
had no reason to question fheir good faith or 
their fidelity to their promises in the past, 
and I for one feel confident that we shall 
have none in the future. 

But in any event our duty Is clear. No na 
tion, no group of nations, has the right, while 
war is in progress, to alter or disregard the 
principles which all nations have agreed upon 
in mitigation of the horrors and sufferings of 
war; and if the clear rights of American citl- 
zens should very unhappily Be abridged or 
denied by any such action we should, it seems 
to me, have in honor no @ghoice as to what our 
own ‘course should be. 

For my own part I canmot consent to any 
abridgement of the rights of American citi- 
zens in any respect. The honor and self-re- 
spect of the nation is involved. We covet 
peace, and shail preserve it at any cost but the 
loss of honor. To forbid our people to exer- 
cise their rights for fear we might be called 
upon to vindicate them would be a deep hu- 
miliation, indeed. It would be an implicit. ali 
but an explicit, acquiescence in the violation 
of the rights of mankind everywhere and of 
whatever nation or allegiance. It would be 
a deliberate abdication of our hitherto proud 
position as spokesmen, even amid the turmoil 
of war, for the law and the right. It would 
make everything this Gove: ment has attempt- 
ed and everything that it has accomplished 
during this terrible struggle of nations mean- 
ingless and futile. 

It is important to reflect that if in this in- 
stance we allowed expediency to take the place | 
of principle the door would inevitably be 
opened to still further concessions. Once ac-

She cannot yield them 
without conceding her own impotency as a na- 
tion and making virtual surrender of her in- 
dependent position among the nations of the 
world. 

I am speaking, my dear Senator, in deep 
solemnity, without heat, with a clear con- 
sciousness of the high responsibilities of my 
office and as your sincere and devoted friend. 
If we should unhappily differ, we shall differ 
as friends, but where issues so momentous as 
these are involved we must, Just because we 
are friends, speak our minds without reserva- 
tion.

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RECENT message from Athens will thrill 
all Christendom. A party of archeologists 
who have been making excavations at 
Ephesus report the discovery of consider- 
ab!e portions of the Church of St. John 
the Evangelist, a famous structure among 
early Christians. 

What gives the announcement its peculiar interest 
is the further statement that the discovery includes 
the crypt of the church, which, according to tradition, 
is the tomb of St. John himself. 

That St. John spent,the last years of his life at 
Ephesus and died there, after a period of exile on the 
Isle of Patmos, is a historical fact, although there are 
different versions of some of the lesser legends about 
his old age. q 

But the discovery of his tomb stirs the imagina- 
tion, heightens the reality of a prominent figure in 
the most tremendous drama in all history. For John 
was one of the three disciples of Jesus admitted to the 
closest intimacy with Him, and always has been known 
as “the disciple whom Jesus loved.” 

ft was John who leaned on the bosom of Jesus at the 
Last Supper, and to whose special care Jesus commit- 
ted his mother, at the time of the crucifixion, at which 
Jobn was present. Supposed to have been the youngest 
of the Tweive Aposties, John survived them all, and 
is said to have died at the age of 1{*#) years. 

John is generally believed to have been the author 
of the’ gospel and the three epistles which hear his 
vpame, and also of the Apocalypse, or Kevelation, al- 
though the question of authorship of all of these jas 
been more or less a matter of discussion. 

in addition, John is believed to have been the last 
man on earth who saw Jesus alive, having outlasted 
all the others, friends and enemies of the Savior alike. 

During John’s declining years at Ephesus, because of 
his great aze and the fact that he was “the dearly be- 
loved of Jesus.’ a report spread among the primitive 
Christians that he was never to die. Many flocked to 
the city that they might gaze upon this wonderful 
man and listen to his teachings. For John preached 
a doctrine of gentienesa and love, although both 
he and his brother James had been designated 
by Jesus ‘“‘Boanerges,”” or Sons of Thunder, 
because of their fiery devotion to Him 
and His cause. One of the beautiful 
stories about John is related by St. Je- 
rome, who says that toward the end 
of John’s life, when the venerable 
apostle was no longer able to walk, 
his disciples carried him into the 
church and begged him to preach 
to them.

Because of physical weakness, 
John was unable to deliver any 
long discourse, but raising him- 
self up and looking about at the 
assembied Cliristians, he said: 

“My dear little children, love 
one another.” 


This had been a favorite admo- 
nition of John’s. and St: Jerome 
further says that on one occa- 
sion, when some of the younger 
persous about him began to com- 
plain of the reiteration and ask 
John why he did not teli them 
something different, John re- 
plied 


“It is the Lord's precept: keep 
that ang it shall be enough.” 

John was one of the fishermen 
on the Sea of Galilee who became 
“fishers of men.’ His parents 
were Zebedee and Salome, the 
latter possibly a gister of Mary, 
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Jesus calling James and John to leave, their fishing boat and follow him.

Thus John and his brother James did not come from 
the poorest class, but probably had the ordinary edu- 
cation of Jewish children. It is believed that they 
knew something of Greek as well as their native Ara- 
maic and the Old Testament Hebrew |

began preaching, John and James went down ftom 
Galilee to hear him, and subsequentiv attached them- 
selves to him as disciples. Later, at the suggestion of
